DUBLIN, Nov. 21.—Duiblin became 
he scene today of far spread murder 
nd reprisals, Not since the first out- 
reak of the vicious civil warfare that 
as been shedding bivod in Ireland, 
have the assassinations been eo con- 
serted or the reprisals so swift and 

onounced. Not Jess than fourteen 
1en are dead in ‘the attacks arranged 
imuttaheousiy all over the clty thie 
morning. The method was the same 
n each case. and the men assassipated 
were officers or ex-officers or otherwise 
n the setvice of the government 
3mall bodies of men numbering gen- 
rally from six to eight presented 
hhemselves at vurious houses, called 
heir victims out or entered and shot 
heir victims in bed, while dressing or 
at breakfast, The districts in which 
he murders were committed were in 
bome instances close together; others 
vere separated by miles, cut oll the as- 
assinations took (place about the same 
hour, nine o'clock in the morning. 

Wild Scenes at Football Game:

Fresham ‘hotel was the scene per- 
haps of the greatest daring, and the 
raid wae carried ouf by about twenty 
men with the utmost cruelty, The 
Gresham is in Sackviite Street. and is 
one of the best known hostels in Dub- 
lin. In this place two former officers 
were done to death. 

Following fast upon the murders 
there was great military and police 
activities and houses were raided in 
search of the criminals. AN motor 
traffic was ordered slormed, and all 


were suspended. The city was given 
over to terrified apprehension as arm- 
ored cars and fories fied with Black 
and Tans raced through the «‘reets. 
Simultaneous Attack on Officers 
DUBLIN, Nov. 21.—Fourteen per- 
sons were killed and six wounded in 
what appeared to ‘have fbeen a pre- 
arranged simultaneous attack on a 
military offteer and former offtcers in 
their lodgings In various parts of the 
city today, according to an official an- 
nouncement, The streets of the city 
were immedately placed under a 


stored order by ‘tring their rifles in 
order to disperse the ‘crowds. 

The assassinations occunred in vart- 
oue parts of the city at nine o'clock in 
tne morning, 

In one case three ‘of the assassins 
captured two “Black and Tans” while 
they were on their wny to reinforce 
the troops and killed ‘them, 

The dead include two ‘court martial 
officers, 

®arly this morning Captain Fitager- 
pid, a military offlcer was shot in his 
ped at Karlsfort Terrace. <A quarter 
pf an hour later, two officers were shot 
in their beds in Pembroke street. a 
quarter of a mile away, and danger- 
ously wounded. 

Secret Service Men Taken, 

Three men suspected of being seoret 
service agents likewise were attacked 
and shot while asleep in Hampton 
street and still another man in Lower 
Mount street was shot. 

Captain ‘Donald Maclean and a 
man named Smythe, the owner of a 
‘rouse, and another man named Cal- 
ow were shot in a house in Donny- 
wook, Captain MacLean was kilied 
nstantly and Smythe died a few min- 
Sutes Jater. Claldow is ‘believed to have 
xecen fatally hurt. 

At a house in Baggott Street, Cap- 
tain Newbury was shot by five men. 
He was in the front parlor of the 
house. In the Gresham hotel, two 
former officers were shot dead in a 
fight ‘which ocourred with men who 
are believed to have been Black and 
Tans who entered the house, In 
Mount Street, two men are reported 
to have been killed and a civillan 
Wound ed.

many years. The drive was started at 
midnight last night by Charles Fitz- 
morris, new chief of police, as the 
second step in his announced cam- 
paign to rid Chicago of criminals and 
followed a recent wholesale shake- 
{up of the police force in which nearly 
jevery member ‘was transferred to a 
|new position.

GERMANY WILL 
' NOTSURRENDER 
HER COLONIES

|German Government no Longer 
Considers Itself Bound by 
Versailles Treaty 


} 


[DEAL WITH APPLICATIONS 


Smafler Nations Have to Measure 
up to Recognized National 
Status 


GENEVA, Nov, 21.—The German 
fovernment no longer considers it- 
self bound by the clause of the Ver- 
sailles treaty by which Germany sur- 
renders her colonies to the allies, ac- 
cording to an official note of protest 
which has been presented to the 
League of Nations. 

The note deciares that the allies 
have not fulfilled their undertakings 
regarding the clause of the treaty 
concerning the allottment of the Ger- 
man colonies, and mandates. It adds 
that, however, having signed the pact 
of the League of Nations, Germany 
understood she would be admitted 
to the league and consequontly take 
part in the allottment of mandates. 
But now she considers’ herself no 
ionger bound by that clause of the 
treaty. 


GENEVA, Nov. 21.—The respon- 
| sibilities of the League of Nations 
and the responsibilities of its indi- 


vidual members under article XM. of 
| the covenant is one question the com-

WHEAT AND FLOUR 


OTTAWA, Nov. 21.—~ (Canadian 
| Press)—-The government haa received 
cabled advices from Cape Town that 
importation into South Africa, of 
wheat flour, and meal, is prohibited 
,until further notice. The ground for 
\the embargo is noi stated, 
Recent reports from W. 
Canadian trade commissioner in 2, 
Africa, indicated that Canadian ea 
| ports to South Africa, of flour, wheat 
and oatmeal have rapidly declined 
within the last few years, During the 
'war period, the decline was, of course, 
argely due to lack of shipping. In 
1913, South Africa imported §1,350,- 
000 worth of flour from Canada. But 
by 1914°the figgre had dropped to 
$2,350; im 1913 Canada exported 
$427,000 worth of wheat to South 
Africa; in 1919, nothing. 
Between 1913 and 1919, 
exports of oatmeal] 
fell from $76,000 to $70,000. The

Submits Good 6th Annual Report 


The sixth annual crepart of the 
@monton Board of Public Welfare, 
uly signed dy the officers is as fol- 
DWwe: 
In reviewing the work of the board 
or the past 12 months end in con- 
derig the coming year, we feel 
ble to forecast. to some extent more 
learty than last fall the problems 
yhich lie before us, We were then 
ced with a somewhat eharp distinc- 
ion between the military and civil 
opulation, and, the unemployment 
broblem which ed imminent as 
Ihé result of the return of our @ol- 
ers waa practically solved by the ini- 
jation of the Federal Emergency 
"unt which took care of the latter, 
hus Mghtening the situation from all 
points of view. Other needa of our 
-soldier population were met for the 
oat part by those speclai agencies 
eveloped for that purpose during the 
ar. Some of these ajencies are etill 
nctioning and doing valuable work— 
ork which in certain instances must 
f necessity be carried on over a peri- 
d of years—but the re-establishment 
our soldiers would appear to have 
eached a point where their absorption 
= into civilian life is, in the main, ef- 
: ected. This being s0 we may look 
: ‘or the widening of the field of our 
mm efforts and perhaps still further 
= ariety in the nature of the board’s

help. 
Various Social Agencies 

The problem of the feeeble-minded 
has been brought recently somewhat 
vividiy before the board by one or 
two distressing cases where the lack 
of suitable accommodation for euch 
defectives has caused considerable 
trouble and anxiety. Haw hugo a 
factor the prevalence of feehle-mind- 
edness is in the propagation of im- 
morality, poverty and crime can hard- 
ly be realized except by students of 
thia eubject. Tho only home for 
mental defectives maintained by the 
provinclal government has long been 
fied anid the promised fullding of 
the second institution for this pur- 
pose can only be delayed at the cost 
of a heavy future burden on the 
community at large. 

We feel that an advance has bee: 
made during the year towards the co- 
ordinating of the eervice of the vari- 
ous social agencies with which we 
deal almost dally, The operation of 
the confidential exchange has con- 
tinued and communication and co-op- 
eration with other gocieties have bene- 
fitted conshierably thereby. Wtih more 
adequate office assistance and the as- 
sured sympathy of the interested 
agencies, the board hopes to develop 
the work of the exchange consider- 
ably in the near future. 

The Year's Totals 

During the year @, total of 320 cases 
have been dealt with, representing 
1,291, individuata 

These cases may bo grouped under 
three main headings: General relief 
cases, homeless men and women, 
mothers’ allowance act cases, 

Genera] Relief 

Under this heading 197 cases and 
889 individuals have been deah with. 
material relief in the way of provisions 
rent, medical attention, ete., ‘was 
necessary in 119 of these causes, Per- 
sonal service and help of various 
kinds including co-operation with in- 
terested individuatly and with - rela- 
tives, prevented the others from be- 
coming chargeable ¢o the refief ac- 
count of the board, 

Conapicucus causes of need have 
been aickness, frequently chromic or 
of long duration, desertion of family 
by the breadwinner, and luck of carn- 
ing capacity due to old ago.
